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RESPONSE TO ELECTION REQUIREMENT 



Honorable Sir: 

In response to the Office Action of 12/14/2004, applicants have carefully 
reviewed the Examiner's comments. 

The Examiner indicated that the claims in the application are drawn to the 
following patentably distinct species: 



Species A - Fig. 1 
Species B - Fig. 2-6 
Species C - Fig. 7 
Species D - Fig. 8 
Species E - Fig. 9 



The Examiner required applicants to restrict the application to a single 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits. No claim was considered generic by

the Examiner. 



In accordance with the Examiner's requirement, application elects to prosecute 
Species A - Fig. 1 for which Claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 3 1, 32, 33, and 34 are 



readable thereon. 

However, applicants submit that Claims 1, 9, and 3 1 of the present application 
are generic as to Fig, 1-9. All of the elements of Claims 1, 9, and 3 1 are readable on 
each of the species indicated. Specifically, Claims 1, 9, and 31 each recite a first, 
second, and third circuit of pressurized brake fluid corresponding generally to 
elements 4, 6, and 7 respectively. Claims 1, 9, and 31 each recite a first set of brake 
actuators and a second set of brake actuators corresponding generally to 1 la, 1 lb and 
1 Ic, 1 Id. Claims 1 , 9, and 3 1 also recite a first fluid separator unit coupled to the first 
circuit and the second circuit of pressurized brake fluid corresponding to element 24a 
and a second fluid separator unit coupled to the first circuit and third circuit of 
pressurized brake fluid corresponding to element 24b. Claims 1, 9, and 3 1 fiirfher 
recite at least one proportional valve corresponding to element 47 of Fig. 1, elements 
54-57 of Fig. 2 and Fig. 3, and it generally shown in Fig. 4 and Fig. 6-9. Thus it is 
submitted that Claims 1, 9, and 3 1 are generic to Figs. 1-9. 

Applicant's election is made without prejudice to introducing the non-elected 
species and claims in a later filed divisional application. 

In view of the above election, applicant believes the application is now in 
condition for further action on the merits. 
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
